The Treasury will auction two series of Treasury bills totaling
approximately $16,000 mllion to refund $15,531 mllion of publicly held
securities maturing April 13, 2000, and to raise about $469 mllion of new
cash.

In addition to the public holdings, Federal Reserve Banks for their own
accounts hold $8,922 million of the maturing bills, which may be refunded at
the hi ghest discount rate of accepted conpetitive tenders. Anmounts issued to
these accounts will be in addition to the offering anpunt.

The maturing bills held by the public include $2,568 million held by
Federal Reserve Banks as agents for foreign and international nonetary
authorities, which may be refunded within the offering anount at the highest
di scount rate of accepted conpetitive tenders. Additional anobunts may be
i ssued for such accounts if the aggregate anmount of new bids exceeds the
aggregate anmount of maturing bills.

TreasuryDirect custoners requested that we reinvest their maturing hol d-
ings of approximately $973 mllion into the 13-week bill and $742 mllion into
the 26-week bill.

This offering of Treasury securities is governed by the ternms and con-
ditions set forth in the UniformOfering Grcular for the Sale and |ssue of
Mar ket abl e Book-Entry Treasury Bills, Notes, and Bonds (31 CFR Part 356, as
anended) .
